“ MURCHISON,” 


George Osgoodby Stands 
Forth as the Man. 


The True Name of the Real Author of 
the Famous Letter. 


A Remarkable Political Secret, Long 
Kept, but Now Divulged. 


Incidents of the Coup—The True Narrative, with 
the Authoritative Documents—A Big Batch 
of Dispatches and Letters—The 
Man Him-elf. 


GEORGE OscoopBy is the name 
that the country has been wait- 
ing to learn. The country will 
have to wait no longer. The

On the 18th of October, 1888, Charles 
F. Murchison” (so-called) of Pomona, in 
company with Francis G. Haley of the 
same place, came into Los Angeles, 
bearing the correspondence in ques- 
tion. 

This was twenty-eight days after the 
receipt of Minister West’s | 
Pomona. | 

Murchison, after that long delay and 
a conference with a few confidential 
friends, had made up his mind to give 
the correspondence to the world. He 
and Haley sought the editor of Tur 


Times for the purpose of plac- 
ing the pregnant letters in his 
hands for publication. Failing 


to find the editor of THe Times that 
day they returned to Pomona,and on the 
following day W. A. Bell, of Tonner & 
Bell, attorneys of Pomona, came to Los 
Angeles with the correspondence. He 
first brought it to the attention of 
Henry T. Gage, who saw its import- 
ance, and advised Bell to take it to 
Judge W. F. Fitzgerald, member of 
the Republican State Executive Com- 
mittee for Southern California, 

Judge Fitzgerald was equally im- 
pressed with the importance of the cor- 
respondence, and called into the con- 
ference Col. H. G. Otis, editor of Tur 
Times, who also instantly recognized 
the great political value of the letters, 
The practical 
question at once came up, “Shall 
the letters be given to the country?” 

The question was unanimously de- 
cided on the spet in the affirmative, 
and the correspondence was placed in 
the hands of Col. Otis with authority 
to muke the same public, which was 
done on the morning of the 21st of 
October, through the Los ANGELEs 
Times, the Western Associated Press 
and the New York Associated Press.

C.—Sirn: The gravity of the political situ- 
ation here, and the duties of those voters 
who are of English birth but stiil consider 
Eugland the mother land, constitute the 
apology I hereby offer for intruding for in- 
formation. 

Mr. Cleveland’s message to Congress on 
the fishery question justly excites our alarm, 
and compels us to seek further knowledge 
betore casting our votes for him, as we had 
intended to do. Many English citizens 
have for years refrained from being natural- 
ized, as they thought no good would accrue

The publication of this correspond- 
ence produced a profound sensation 
throughout the country. 

The full importance of the letters 
did not, at first, Beem to strike the 
people of the coast as it did those of 
the East, where the politicians of both 
great parties caught on with prompt- 
ness anda strong grip. The political 
world was aroused; the press was sud- 
denly full of the subject; official circles 
became absorbed in it; the Adminis- 
tration was thrown into consternation; 
the diplomats took it up, and within @ 
week after the letters were made pub

public, the following authortzed statement 
of the real facts is made by the regular As- 
sociated Press correspondent. The in- 
formation has been gathered directly from 
the few persons who are on the inside, and 
possessed of all the facts in the case: 

First—The idea of writting the letter to 
Minister WeSt ‘originated with Murchison 
himself in the latter part of August or early 
in September. . He is a reputable citizen of 
Pomona, in this county, of English parent- 
age. ‘The edhception of the letter was his, 
though be consulted a confidential friend in 
its jafter|] preparation. Murchison said at 


the outset and before sending the letter 


that the object was not to perpetrate a joke, 
not to gratify curiosity, but to get Minister 
West’s opinions on the topics embraced in 
the letter. | 
Second—“Murchison’s” letter was dated 
September 4th, and West’s answer Septem- 
ber 13th. The Minister’s letter was re- 
ceived at Pomona September 20th and kept 


month—when it was brought to Los Ange- 
les by W. A. Bell, City Attorney of Po- 
mana, and laid before Judge W. F. Fitzger- 
ald, a member of the State Republican Ex- 
ecutive Committee; Henry T. Gage, late 
Delegate-at-large to the Chicago nven- 
tion; Col. Harrison Gray Otis, editor of the 
Los ANGELES TIuks, and one other, the 
last a locai candidate.

Fourth—As soon as practicable the letter 
was photographed, and about October 25th 
the original was sent to Chairman Quay of 
the National Republican Committee, in an- 
swer to his telegraphic request. 
Fifth—Emphatic denial is the 
statement published by a Angeles 
paper and telegraphed abroad that there 
was any arrangement with the National 
Committee about when the correspondence 
should be published. Neither that commit- 
it gave any direc- 
tion or expressed any wish in the matter, 
and knew nothing of the Pomona plan 
until informed bz Judge Fitzgerald and 


the press. 

Sixth—The three gentlemen having the 
matter in charge here, viz., Fitzgerald, 
Gage and Otis, all assert that Chairman 
Quay has had nothing to say, either in 
praise or blame, as to the manner in which 
the correspondence was given to the pub- 
lic; nothing as to whether the publication 
was premature or otherwise, and the oniy 
dispatch received from him on the subject 
was one asking that the original of West’s 
letter be sent to him. 

During all this time interest and ex- 
citement increased throughout the 
country and the correspondence became 
the topic of official discussion and 
action. The President and his ad- 
visers, becoming alarmed for the safety 
of their party, yielded to popular im- 
rtunities and party clamor. Gen. 
atrick A. Collins and John Boyle 
O'Reilly hastened to 
declaring that the Irish were leav- 
ing the Democratic party in 
droves,” and demanded that, in order 
to arrest the stampede, the 
ident should summarily dismiss the 
British Minister.

AN AUTHORIZED STATEMENT. 


On the morning of the 5th of No- 
vember the following important and 
authoritative statement was drawn up 
and signed, and on the morning of 
election day was published: 

Los ANGELES (Cal.), Nov. 5, 1888. 
To Whom It May Concern: 

The following statement of facts relative 
fo the published letter, known as the 
“Murchison letter,” is now made public by 
the undersigned. : 

On the 19th of October, 1888, there came 
into our session, for the first time, the 
original letter which Sir L. S. Sackville- 
West, British Minister at Washington, ad- 
dressed, under date of “Beverly, Mass., 
September 13, 1888,” to a correspondent 
signing himself Charles F. Murchison,” in 
response toa letter written by Murchi- 
son“ to the Minister, and da “Pomona, 
Cal., September 4, 1888,”—both ot which 
letters have been extensively published 
throughout the country. 

The correspondence came into our pos- 
session without solicitation or procurement 
on our part, and by the authority and con- 
sent of Murchison'' himselt, acting through 
his attorneys at Pomona, and was by him 
and them authorized to oa to the pub- 
lic, if in our judgment s course should 

deemed advisable. 

After full deliberation among ourselves, 
but without consultation with, or informa- 
tion from, any person outside of Pomona 
and Los Angeles, and after fully satisfying 
ourselves of the genuineness of the British 
Minister’s letter, we determined to make 
the correspondence public. It was accord- 
ingly (as is already known) first given to 
the press en the 21st of October. 

Here followed the statement published 
under date of November 1st. } 

In addition to the above-recitea facts we 
now add that when the ‘Murchison’ and 
West letters were first published the true 
name of the Pomona correspondent, which 
had been withheid by its owner, was prom- 
ised to be made public at the proper time, 
with his consent, That consent has not yet 
been given, and we, in whom his confidence 
has been reposed, refuse to betray the secret 
untii he shall first give his free and tull 
consent and approval. | 

The writer of the “Murchison” letter is 
known to us as a reputable man. He is not 
a politician, an oftice-hoider, nor an oftice- 
seeker, but is a private citizen, a man of 
family, a property-owner and a voter. We 
are convinced of the truth of what he as- 
serts, that he is the real and sole author of 
the letter to the British Minister, and that 
he wrote it for the purpose of eliciting 
2 information upon grave public ques- 

The true name of the author has not, so 
far as we have seen or heard, been used in 
any of the publications touching this mat- 


Upon our own responsibility the above 
Statement is now made and published, be- 
cause it is right that the facts should be 
Known, and because the statement is true.

TELLING GEN. HARRISON. 


A Letter to the President-elect Giv- 
ing the Story in Brief. 

Under date of January Ist the fol- 
lowing letter was written to Gen. Har- 
rison: 

Los ANGELES, (Cal.), Jan. 1, 1889. 

To Gen. . Harrison, President-elect, 
Indianapolis:—Drar Sin: First saluting 
you, and tendering our high respects as 
friends and Republicans, we desire to lay 
before you some facts which we deem it 
right that you should be putin possession 
of” for the sake of the facts themselves, as 
well as for your own information and pro- 
tection. 

First—We do not address you as office- 
seekers or in behalf of such, but in the in- 
terest of historic truth. 

Second—The time has come when the 
true name and identity of Charles F. 
Murchison,”’ author of the famous letter to 
Lord Lionel S. Sackville-West, late British 
Minister at Washington, should be made 
known, if not to the world, at least in confi- 
dence to the next President of the United 


tates. 

Third—At the request of the true and 
— author of that letter, and in accordance 
with our own united judgment, we now 

ive you his real name, which is GEORGE 

SGOODBY. He is a bona fide, reputable 
citizen of Pomona, in this age + where he 
has lived a number of years, being a man 
of family, a fruit-farmer and a propert 
owner to the amount of some 20,000. e 
is of Seotch-English parentage, but was 
born in the United States. He is not a 
politician, not an office-holder nor an oflice- 
seeker; but he has small love for the Eng- 
lish Government. Ile is a modest man, of 
intelligence and thought, and has been a 
teacher. We know him, and have confi- 
dence in his manhood, probity, honor and 
patriotism. 

Fourth—-We are satisfied that George Os- 

odby himself conceived the idea of open- 
ng correspondence with Lord Sackville 
(as wellas with other British statesmen) 
and that he himself wrote the letter dated 
“Pomona, Cal., Sept. 4, 1888,” and signed 
Charles F. Murchison,” which evoked the 
famous reply that startled the country, 
convulsed the continent politically, and wert 
its way around the civilized globe. We reter, 
of course, to the Minister’s letter dated 
„Beverly, Mass., Sept. 13, 1888.“ and signed 
L. S. Sackville-West,” and which was re- 
ceived at Pomona, (as shown by the post- 
mark on the envelope) on the 20th of Sep- 
tember, 1 

Fifth—George Osgoodby’s object was to 
ascertain in this way, through the agenc 
of an unofficial letter direct from the Britis 
Minister, the real attitude of the British 
Government toward the two great political 
parties in the United States; to elicita re- 
sponse which, when made public, should 
authoritatively settle the disputed question 
as to where the sym my ol that govern- 
ment aud people lay in the great electoral 
conflict then impending, “‘Murchison” (Os- 
goodby) distinctly stated in his letter to 

rd Sackville that he desired the Minis- 
ter’s advice on the subject of voting, not 
only for the benefit of himself but for the 
information of others; and Lord Sackville, 
in a su uent interview, is quoted as 
having admitted that he expected his letter 
to be shown. 

Sizth—The correspondence which has 
since become famous was first placed in our 
hands on the 19th ros of October last, with 
the injunction to hold Murchison's“ true 
name in confidence, but with authority to 
make the letters public should we conclude 
that the interests of the Republican party 
and of the country justified. and demanded 
that course. Such was our immediate and 
unauimous conclusion, and the letters were 
accordingly given to the public through the 
Los ANGELES Times, the Western Associ- 
ated Press and the New York Associated 
Press on the 21st day of October. You will 
find a further explanation by us of this 


branch of the case in the accompanying 
signed and printed statement, which was 
published on the morning of the 6th of No- 


vember. 

Seventh—This signed statement is as 
true now as it was on the day it was first 
published. The real name of the author of 
the “Murchison” letter has never yet been 
divulged to the public, out of consideration 
for the wishes of George Osgoodby. 

Eighth —Knowing intimately all the facts 
and circumstances surrounding the case, 
and the persons connected therewith, we 
feel justified in saying to you that all persons 
whatever, save George Osgoodby alone, who 
have claimed, or who are claiming, or who 
may claim the authorship of that letter 
thereby. practice a fraud upon him, upon the 
Republican party, and upon you, sir, if they 
come to you asking “recognition” because 
of such alleged service. Above all, whoever 
lays claim to the authorship, without suffi- 
cient foundation for such claim, practices a 
fraud upon tie truth, It is the belief on our

The Chair ordered 
the Clerk to the franchise, and he was 
about to do so, when Mr. Barrett, in a very 
. dramatic manner, threw out a petition 
about 20 or 80 feet long, which he said was 
signed by the leading bankers and mer- 
chants of the city, asking that the franchise 
be granted, Dr. Sinsabaugh said that he 
supposed it was understood how many of 
these names were secured, when a little col- 
loguy ensued between the gentlemen, in 
which Mr, Shafer and several others joined, 
This continued a few minutes, when the 
imposing petition was solemnly rolled u 
and the Clerk proceeded to read the ordi: 
nance grapting the railroad the Pine-street 
franchise, the conditions of which have 
been heretofore published. . 

Capt. Barrett moved that the ordinance 

rend be adopted, which was seconded by

the Council would deny the petition, and 
was certain that the best interests ot the 
city would be subserved by this action. 

Mr. Whaling then addressed the Council, 
saying that he hoped that one thing should 
not be lost sight ef, and that was that the 
Southern Pacific should be compelled to 
fulfill its obligation in regard to selling 
tickets, Mr. anges continued until he 
was called to order; when Judge Bicknell 
ag attorney for the railroad company, asked 
about the matter of switches and turnouts, 
when Mr. Knox stated that the amendment 
was his own, and the reason for it was that 
the property-owners wished to prevent the 
further ruining of Pine street by putting 
down switches.

After some further remarks, Judge Bick- 
nell, on behalf of the railroad company,de- 
clined Mr. Griffith’s offer, and again asked 
that the Council grant the franchise as 
asked for, as ee as business men they 
were entitied reasonable candor and 
business methods. 

Mr. Knox again addressed the Counci 
after which Mr. Threlkeld spoke in favor o 
the Pine-street route, saying the best thing 
to do was to grant it, and then let the prop 
erty-owners make their contract with the 
railroad company.

Need of a Branch Insane Asylum. 


Among a number of resolutions re- 
cently passed: by the Board of Trade 
was one asking our State Representa- 


insane asylum for Southern California. 
In an advance sheet of the Southern 
California Practitioner for J anuary we 
find a communication on this subject 
from Dr. H. G. Brainerd, who was for 
ten years assistant superintendent of 
the State Insane Hospital at Inde- 
pendence, lowa, and is professor of 
diseases of the mind and nervous 
system in the Los Angeles Medical 
College. Dr. Brainerd says the point 
made in regard to the danger of a 
patient suffering from maniacal excite- 
ment being taken a journey of 500 
miles on the cars is a strong one. He 
states that he has seen a number of 
cases that started from home in à con- 
dition of simple mania converted into 
cases of acute delirious mania, termi- 
nating quickly in death, by a journey 
of less than 300 miles. Even where 
the ill effects of the journey are not so 
marked, the exhaustion and excite- 
ment necessarily incident to a journey 
of twenty-four hours on the cars in- 
evitably diminishes the probabilities of 
recovery, and adds unnecessary hard- 
ships to their already unhappy lot. in 
Eastern States counties near the 
asylum furnished the largest propor- 
tion of patients, and the percentage of 
recoveries among these was larger than 
among those from more distant locali- 
ties. Dr. Brainerd adds: 

People who would not hesitate to send 
their insane friends 50 or even 100 miles 
away tor treatment, may well delay decid- 
ing to send them 500 miles, where it will be 
next to impossible to visit them, and where 
the unfortunate may not see a familiar face 
for weeks, or even months. It is probably 
a low estimate to piace the population of the 
seven southern counties in this State at 
250,000, and the average distance from the 
county seats of these seven counties to the 
asylums at Napa must be over 500 miles, 
and nearly as great to Stockton. I venture 
to assert chat in no other civilized land is 
so large a population so isolated from its 
insane asylums. 

Through the courtesy of the superinten- 
dents of the asylums at Napa and Stockton, 
I learn that from January Ist to December 
18th of this year (1888) one hundred and 
twenty patients were sent from the seven 
southern counties to these asylums. Think 
of it! One hundred and twenty sick ple 
were obliged to go from four hundred to 
six hundred miles each in order to receive 

roper treatment, and yet we boast that our 
tate stands in the front ranks of nine- 
teenth-century progress. We believe that 
for the sake of suffering humanity a hos- 
pital for the insane should be established in 
this ion of the State, and statistics can 
readily be produced which will show it to 


be good policy forthe State from an eco- 
nomic stand point. 


Boodle in Abundance. 


If current rumors are to be credited, 
the State Legislature, which met yes- 
terday at Sacramento, and adjourned 
until this morning, has before it a very 
lively session. The report that a num- 
ber of plethoric sacks are to be opened 
has attracted hordes of practical poli- 
ticians, schemers, wire-pullers and 
hangers-on, to the State Capital. 

Among the schemes which are ex- 
pected to replenish a good many empty 
purses, is that for the formation of the 
new county of Glenn, out of Colusa 
county. A Sacramento paper pub- 
lishes a report that the sons of the late 
Dr. Glenn will expend $15,000 for the 
purpose of securing the division. It is 
also said that Butte county representa- 
tives will stubbornly oppose such 
division, unless they get a strip of 
Colusa county, upon which Butte City 
is located. | 

The hydraulic miners will come to 
the front for permission to resume 
tearing town the mountains and de- 
positing them in the valleys. The Chico 
Normal School wants an increased 
appropriation. It is said that Mr. 
Waterman will urge the appropriation 
of $52,000 for the improvement of 
Capital Park. The San Francisco 
water front railroad and insurance 
matters will be strongly backed with 
solid arguments. 

Then there are the saloon men and 
gamblers, who will be at the capital in 
great force. The saloon-keepers of the 
State fear the passage of similar laws 
to that recently adopted in San Ber- 
nardino county, and willask the Legis- 
lature to alter the County Government 
Bill in such a manner that the matter 
of licensing the whisky business can 
be taken out of the hands of the Board 
of Supervisors. This movement has 
been started by parties at Merced. The 
gamblers will endeavor to have a law 
passed licensing gambling. 

Thus, it will be seen that the coming 
session promises to afford ample oppor- 
tunity for the acquisition of the nimble 
dollar by those who are not too scrupu- 
lous about their method of acquir- 
ing it.

THE WETERMANS. 


After Long Delay the Murder Cas 
Comes to Trial. 

The sensational and mysterious case of 
Arthur Weyerman, charged with the mur- 
der of his brother, Bernard D. Weyerman, 
on August 20th, last year, in this city, vas 
up for trial before Presiding Judge Clark, 
in Department 1 of the Superior Court, 
yesterday afternoon. The selection of a 
jury to try the case was completed by 4 
o’clock, and the examination of witnesses 
will commence this morning. The defense 
questioned the juiors very briefly, confining 
their queries principally as to whether the 
talesmen in the box had families and did 
not by their questions outline their de- 
fense. Two jarors were challenged by the 
prosecution on the grounds that they ad- 
mitted being opposed to the death penalty 
when circumstantial evidence was prin- 
= relied on to secure a conviction. 
The challenges Were allowed. 

The defendant’s young wife, with a baby 
in her arms, was present in the court-room. 

Bernard D. Weyerman, the deceased, 
came to his death most mysteriously. The 
circumstances are said to be as follows: 
Arthur and Bernard Weyerman, Germans, 
came to this city some two years ago from 
Texas. Arthur was married and Bernard 
not. Both were young men, and bore . 
reputations for industry and sobriety. n 
after they came here they opened a restRu- 
rant and did a fair business. For awhile all 
went prosperously with them, until quar- 
rels between the brothers took place. These 
were most violent, and are said to have been 
Bernard’s attentions 
Two weeks 

ur borrowed 
pistol from a friend 
saying he had use for it. Jealousy in- 
flamed Arthur more and more, aud heis 
said to have uttered threats against his 
brother. On the night when Bernard was 
shot the two brothers, their father and some 
friends attended a ball and stayed there 
until past midnight. All are said to have 
drank freely, particularly Arthur, who left 
the bal! alittle time ahead of the others. 
He walked up to Fort and Temple streets, 
and, as he says, sat down on the curbing of 
alot. What followed is only known to the 
two brothers. Arthur said after the shoot- 
ing that Bernard walked up to him alone, 
and pulling outa pistol shot himself. The 
medical examination made after death 
showed that the ball entered slightly in front 
of the right hip, and almost directly 
upward. Before his death Bernard made 
several contradictory statements. At first 
be claimed that a tall stranger had shot him 
and had ruu away. Then when he heard 
his brother’s story he made a dying state- 
ment that he had shot himself. t was 
proven ~ the doctors that the bullet which 
caused his death was of 32 caliber size. It 
was also proved at the inquest that Arthur 
had the 32-caliber pistol he borrowed from 
his friend in his possession on the night 
when Bernard was shot, and when Arthur 
was arrested the pistol was missing and has 
not since been found.

SEATTLE (Wash.), Jan. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Alfred Shofford, a 
Bohemian, fired a heavy charge of giant 
powder under the honse of George Bodayla 
at Gilman, 30 miles east of Seattle, early 
this morning, instantly killing John and 
Michael Survik and the 9-year-old child of 
Bodayla and baby, wounding Bodayla, his 
wife and little son and daughter. "Vaan 
spring Bodyala caused the arrest of Shof- 
ford on a charge of eriminal assault upon 
Bodayla’s wife. Shofford was sentenced to 
a short term of imprisonment in the County 
Jail, and wher he was rele he made 
such serious threats nst the life of 
Bodayla that he was again arrested and in- 
carcerated in jail. After his release he re- 
turned to Gilman, and since then he has 
made numerous threats against Bodayla, 
who made arrangements to remove to San 
Francisco. Bodayla the two Survik 
brothers to.stop with him, 

At 4:30 Shofford fired the giant powder 
and utterly demolished the house. hofford 
was found athis own house after the ex- 
plosion, every indication pointing to him as 
the perpetrator of the deed. He was 
placed under arrest, and later, upon the ar- 
—_ of the Sheriff, was turned over to that 
officer. 

This afternoon, while the Sheriff was at 
dinner, a crowd of 50 broke open the house 
where Shofford was confined, took him toa 
tree and hung him up, first trying to induce 
him to confess, e refused, and was 
harged up. After 30 seconds he was taken 
down and given another chance. Still de- 
clining, he was ain elevated, and cut 
down fora second time. He was then very 
weak, and efforts to make him divulge were 
still fruitiess, and he was hanged fora 
third and last time. No effort at conceal- 
ment was made by the mob.

WHERE THE MONEY GOES. 


Main Features of the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bill was completed to-day by the 
House Committee on Appropriations. It 
carries an aggregate appropriation of $22,- 
$52,996, being 6.721.451 less than the regu- 
lar and special estimates and €3,769,008 less 
than the appropriation for the current fiscal 
year. A number of limitations upon ex- 
penditures are proposed in the bills. Fol- 


lowing the paragraphs making appropria- 
tions for public buildings are provisions 
forbidding the preparation or 7 by 
the Secretary of the Treasury of plans for 
public buildingsare in advance of appro- 
priations for the same or the approval of 


any plan involving a greater ex- 
penditure for buildin than the 
sum specified in the act mak- 


ing the 12 The United States 
is also to be freed from the responsibility 
for the paving offstreets surrounding public 
buildings. Commissions are not to be paid 
on account of disbursement for such-build- 
ings, except for moneys actually handled 
by the disbursing agents, and the Govern- 
meut is to be relieved from legal ex 
connected with the procurement of titles to 
sites. The other items in the bill provide 
that the Superintendent of the Coast Sur- 
vey shall be appointed by the Senate and 
that no allowance for subsistence shall be 
made to naval officers attached tothe Coast 
Survey. In cases of 22 difficulty 
the compensation for public land survey 
may be increased to $18 per linear mile, $15 
tor townships, and $12 per section.
